PROGRESS AT 
PINE RIVER DAM 


Recent High Water Did Not Delay 


the Work of Construction 


in the Least 


RESERVOIR QUESTION DISCUSSED 


By the Engineer in Charge and 


lie Gives out some Valuable 


Information 


A representative of T h e D is p a tc h re 
Gently visited the scene of activity at 
the Pine River dam which is being re­ 
constructed and the work of rebuilding 
is well under way. 
The recent high 
water did 
not delay the work in tho 
least, three-fourths of the rock and at 
least one-half of the timber have been 
taken 
from the old structure. 
The 
work of building a coffer dam is now 
under way, a large centrifugal pump 
being put in, and the concrete mixing 
machinery is being placed in position. 
The rock crusher which has been doing 
good work but which has been laid up 
for repairs will be ready for business 
a$ain in a few days. 
A force of men are 
breaking up the large boulders by hand 
and getting them into proper size for 
feeding into the crushing machinery, 
and among the number of men on that 
stone pile swinging big hammers we no­ 
ticed somo of our farmer friends and 
wondered whether, through the irony of 
fate, they were not doing a little pen­ 
ance for some of their grumbling at the 
dam. 
All hands, however, seemed busy 
enough and all seemed happy at their 
occupation. 
The engineer was asked if there was 
any danger of this or the other dams 
giving way during the flood. 
H e replied 
“ Ju s t about as much danger as there 
was of a well built house losing its roof 
in a shower. 
The dams were built to 
withstand a maximum flood, and all 
could meet their requirements. 
Major 


Derby has kept the public informed of 
the condition through the daily papers, 
and I need say nothing further: yet it 
may interest you to know that I have 
made frequent inspections of the dams 
at Leech Lake, Lake Winnibigoshish 
and Pokegama and found them perfect­ 
ly reliable and safe at all times. 
B u t have you not been making some 
repairs up that way? 
“ Yes, but those 
were only touching up p la c e s that had 
settled a little since they were first 
built, and had not been tested with 
high water ” 
W h at do you think of the reservoirs 
being the cause of the flood at Aitkin, 
and driving the people away from the 
rich land.- near it? 
“ That question can 
not be answered in a few words, but I 
can make this assertion: The reservoirs 
were just about as much responsible for 
the overflow of the river at Aitkin as 
the waste water from the pump in your 
yard was the cause of the submergence 
of the water works plant in Brainerd. 
A itkin has suffered, but had there been 
no reservoirs in existence the flood in 
Ju n e would have been no less than it 
was, while the high waiter in Ju ly would 
have been far worse; for, bear in mind, 
the reservoirs held back and are still 
holding fully three-fourths of the water 
that reached them during this second 
period of great rain. 
I am of the firm 
conviction that if the reservoirs had not 
held this water, A itkin would have been 
flooded a foot or more deeper than she 
was. 
The fact is, A itkin is built in a 
peculiar part of the Mississippi valley. 
The locality has been overflowed in the 
past and it will be subject to overflows 
in the future, whether the reservoirs 
are abandoned or not, unless a very 
heavy system of drainage of the river 
valley is adopted, and people may ju."t 
as well understand it. 
Again, the rich 
lands are, naturally, low lands, and they 
are rich because they are subject to over­ 
flow. 
Shut off the floods entirely and 


much that is now rich land would, after 
ten years of continuous cropping, be 
come too poor to pay for cultivation.
